These extreme right cliques prove their 
hatred of democracy. 

But where can Governor Lehman find 
any evidence that the forces of the “extreme 
left” are anti-democratic? 

On the contrary, the events of the day 
give triple proof that the Communists are in 
reality active supporters of Roosevelt’s cry of 
“democracy and more democracy,” that the 
Communists are the most active to see these 
sentiments put into practice. Who does not 
see how the Communists, thrpugh the Peo- 
ple’s Front, are building that bulwark against 
which fascism is breaking its head? 

What is Governor Lehman’s meaning, 
then, before these die-hard corporation law- 
vers whose sub-committee just issued a scur- 
rilous yell for the suppression of civil lib- 
erties? 

What thrust is veiled behind his remark 
that “dictatorships have come through the 
denial of rights of some citizens under the 
alleged sanction of the majority”? Is he echo- 
ing the reactionary propaganda against the 
New Deal? Is he continuing the fight which 
he opened up by his letter attacking the 
Roosevelt court plan at a crucial moment? 

The real enemies of American democracy 
ate to be found in the red-baiting cliques who 
fought the New Deal, the Supreme Court re- 
form and who now are trying to smear the 
social legislation in Congress as they smeared 
it in the recent special session. 


In defending democracy, the accusing 


finger should have been pointed at the rep- 
resentatives of these policies among the Big 
Business lawyers who sat yesterday in front 
of Governor Lehman and applauded him.

What Will 
They Eat? 


Just like that— 

Five hundred and twenty thousand Amer- 
ican bread-winners, heads of families, lost 
their jobs during the month of December, it 
is officially reported by Secretary of Labor 
Perkins. 


It looks like the prediction of Leon Hen- 
derson, economist for the WPA at Washing- 
ton, is coming true. He predicted that 2,000,- 
000 workers would lose their weekly pay en- 
velopes by Feb. 1. 


What becomes of the families of these 
fired workers? What do they eat? 

At present, the WPA relief set-up is seri- 
ously hampered by the Woodrum Amend- 
ment, tacked on to the WPA appropriations 
bill, last year, which makes it impossible for 
the government to spend more than one- 
twelfth of the total WPA fund during any 
month—regardless of the need. Unemploy- 
ment may rise by leaps and bounds—but the 
Woodrum Amendment forces the government 
to hold its spending down to monthly limits. 

This was a cute trick on the part of the 
reactionaries to make it impossible for the 
WPA to come to Congress for more funds, 
for emergency appropriations when unem- 
ployment rose. 

But with the tides of joblessness rising, 
this restriction is bringing starvation and 
misery into hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 
can homes. 

The Woodrum Amendment is a menace to 
the health and lives of the unemployed and 
those who are now losing their jobs. It must 
be repealed at once. 

This can be done by passing the Schwel- 
lenbach-Allen Resolution in Congress, 

This resolution declares simply that no 
worker shall be fired off WPA unless he can 
be guaranteed a job in private industry at 
prevailing union rates. This automatically 
wipes out the restrictions placed on the WPA 
officials by the Woodrum Amendment. 

Why should the factories remain closed 
while there are workers willing to work? 

With 89,000 auto workers fired in Detroit 
recently, the Auto Workers Union has gone 
on record demanding that the government 
run the auto factories if the private corpora- 
tions can’t. Homer Martin, union president, 
said: “Let the corporations forget profits and 
high salaries for the next two years and put 
money into production to put men to work. 
Either that or let the government run the 
factories.” ; 

An excellent idea. American families 
must not starve. Either employment—with 
or without benefit of corporation profits—or 
adequate government relief. This is the need 
of the people.

The San Francisco News is beginning to 
wish it had not gone “Inside the CIO” with 
Trotzkyite Benjamin Stolberg. It has found 
itself inside a pretty foul sewer system, and 
is apologizing for being caught there. 

When Stolberg got around to writing up 
the Pacific Coast maritime situation, the ar- 
ticle was too flagrant for even the News edi- 
tors, who quite obviously made big slashes 
with copy pencils and then tried to patch up 
the remainder into a story. 

Even then they found it necessary to 
apologize, saying: .. . we were careful to 
state that ‘we would differ with Mr. Stol- 
berg in many of his characterizations’ and 
that ‘this is Stolberg’s party, not our.“ 

“Without going into details . let us say 
that in our opinion Mr. Stolberg tells only 
part of the story and is less than fair to Mr.

And the News still felt this apology neces- 
sary after deleting practically every refer- 
ence to Bridges before printing it, as the ar- 
ticle plainly shows. But it had not felt it 
necessary to apologize for ‘the many deliber-

that Stolberg is no observer but in fact a 
Trotzkyite, read his glorification of Trotzky- 
ite Barney Mayes: “The scapegoat ... was 
Barney Mayes, editor of the Voice of the Fed- 
eration, which he had made into one of the 
best. labor papers in the country.” 

And here is, briefly, a history of Mayes’ 
brief career as a “labor editor”: 

From July, 1936, when he took charge of 
the Voice,“ he ran the paper in the red every 
month until December, 1936, found the paper 
over $3,000 in debt. 

During the 1936-37 maritime strike, 
Mayes refused to print releases of the Joint 
Strike Publicity Committee of all the mari- 
time unions. 

In the same strike, the Maritime Fed- 
eration District Council found itself faced 
with the necessity of paying $45 per page 
to print the story of its own strike in its 
own newspaper! 

With this record of disruption, Trotzkyite 
Mayes capped it with his “Strike End Looms” 
headline, when the strike was nowhere near 
at an end, with the result that contributions 
to the strikers from other organizations fell 
off alarmingly.
